Panama, Oct. US. — Tho revolutionary 
general, Uribe-Uribe, with ten cannon, 
'2,oW) rides and 300,000 rounds of am- 
munition, has surrendered to Gen. IMa- 
jerres at Hio Frio, near Santa Maria. 

Tho revolutionary force under Gen. 
Uribe-Uribe, which was defeated on Oc- 
tober 14, at Lacienaga, retreated to Kio 
Frio and took up positions there. Gen. 
iMarjerres with 2,000 men proceeded 
against the rebels from Lacienaga, and 
engaged the enemy two days ago. The 
government general succeeded in sur- 
rounding the rebels and forcing them to 
surrender. Gen. Castillo was with Gen. 
iUribe-Uribe>. 

The news of this victory -was received 
here by Gen. iPerdomo nud Governor 
Balnzar this morning in a telegram 
from Gen. Mnrjerres. Details of the 
engagement arc lacking, but heavy casu- 
alties on both sides are reported. Tho 
surrender of Uribe-Uribe is said, to com- 
plete the pacification of tho departments 
of iMagdalona and 'Bolivar. The revo- 
lutionists now occupy the Isthmus only. 
In the light of October 14 at Lacienaga 
the revolutionary force consisted ■ of 
1,300 men, 

Colon, Oct. 2S.— The government Gen. 
OPinibn arrived this afternoon from 'Sa- 
vanila; he was especially sent from that 
port by the governor of the department 
of iBolivar to bring to the Isthmus 
news of tho defeat of the revolutionists 
under Uribe-Uribe and Castillo at Kio 
'Frio. 'Both these generals were made 
prisoners. There is much rejoicing in 
Colon and Panama over tho success of 
Gen. Majerres. and especially over the 
capture of Uribe-Uribe. 



Washington, Oct. 28— The latest Col- 
ombian note respecting the canal treaty, 
which arrived in Washington several 
days agd, has not yet been delivered to 
tho State Department, and there is 
some reason to fear that .1 serious hitch 
is threatened. This note was framed 
at Bogota on 'September IS last, a date 
prior to the arrival of Admiral Casey 
in Isthmian waters, and his checking of 
tho passage of troops across the Isthmus 
by rail.

— Discussing the 
charge made in Montreal on iSuuday 
last by Archbishop Laugcvin, of St.' 
Boniface, that Presbyterian missionar- 
ies instead of converting Indians wore 
confining their attention to those con- 
verted by Roman Catholic missionaries, 
Rev. R. P. McKay, one of the mission- 
ary officials of the Presbyterian church 
says: "D am afraid the good bishop is 
not prepared to state all the facts. One 
of- the chief difficulties the Protestant 
missionaries stUDhnve to contend with 
in the Northwest and British Colum- 
bia is the persistent effort of the Roman 
Catholic missionaries to .defeat their 
work. In British Columbia a priest 
visited all the bands on the West Coast 
in one month, baptized hundreds and 
then called them Catholics, but no more 
was done for them. To the eye of tho 
Archbishop they were converted, but to 
our eyes are as pagan as ever. We send 
missionaries to them, open schools and 
establish permanent Christian, work, 
tinder many protests it is true, but what 
else can be done. If the Roman Catho- 
lic church really did the work we would! 
bo delighted. The Indian brings no ec- 
clesiastical advantage to the Presbyter- 
ian church. He will never be a strong 
fnctor in church work. It is purely 
benevolent enterprise on our part. We 
cannot see them wasting away, totally 
neglected. 1 do not wish to say that 
the Roman Catholic church is doing no 
work in other quarters, They have 
many schools oven on the West Coast 
in British Columbia, where they started 
a school in our immediate neighborhood 
after wo went into, that region. We 
have thus provoked them to good work."

How a Tree His Traveled—Tho Cunso 
Bell Buoy's Journey. 

Prom Baltimore American. 

iA tree adrift in the middle of tiie 
Atlantic Ocean js tho rare sight reported 
by L'apt. Freeman of the British steamer 
bidra, which recently arrived" ill port 
Willi a cargo lrom Benisaf, in the 
Mediterranean, it was early morning 
when in ao.10 degrees north and 88.22 
degrees west that an unusual looking 
object was seen flouting ahead of the 
steamer. Those on tho ship's bridge 
made out the trunk and limbs of 11 tree 
about ;>'_u teet long, canted to one side 
and the roots sticking out of the water. 

The body of the tree had been bleached 
white by the sun, and it was covered 
with barnacles. It evidently reached 
tho sea by being washed down from 
some Atlantic coast river in a fresliet. 
.Many months ago a tree green with 
foliage, .standing upright, was seen off 
Cape Henry. 

The tree seen from the Sidra is in 
the same position as a bell buoy seen 
two mouths ago by the British steamer 
'ilurlby. For this tree to reach its 
present position it must have been drift- 
ing about the ocean for nearly two 
years. When this old derelict went 
adrift, it must have been picked up bv 
the Gulf Si ream and carried up the 
coast past Newfoundland. 

Then it was swept three thousand 
im.es across the Atlantic to the vicinity 
of the English Channel. Next, the Gulf 
Stream carried it past the coasts of 
1' ranee and Spain and the northwest 
coast of Africa, a journey of 0,000 
miles. 

Here it drifted out of the Gulf Stream 
and went into the very centre of the so- 
called Sargasso Sea, in the middle of 
tho Atlantic Ocean, the scene of legends 
of the sea, where derelicts are supposed 
to finally come to rest in a fabled sea of 
grass. The Thirlby passed the buov 
spoken of April 20, in latitude 34.34 and 
longitude ,'19.-12. 

■The navy department keeps a record 
of all objects seen adrift, and only 
twice in live years has a voyage of the 
kind been recorded that compares with 
Unit of the tree seen from the Sidra. 
One was the Cape Causo buoy. As 
that buoy was one year drifting across 
file Atlantic, the buoy reported bv the 
Uiirlby must have been two years wan- 
dering the seas, as it traveled twice as 
far as the Cape Canso buoy. 

The latter buoy broke adrift from its 
station off Xova Scotia, and drifted' 
nearly into the L'nglish Channel. The 
buoy was a little over a year in making 
the trip. The skippers of vessels were 
often puzzled 1o hear tho bell far out at 
sea. The buoy was sighted thirteen 
Mines, and was lust seen COO miles off 
England. It averaged a drift of 10 
miles a day. 

The tree seen by the onicers of the 
'Sidra will doubtless he picked up by 
the iGulf ''Stream again and carried 
across tho southern edge of the North- 
dies and up the Atlantic coast again. It 
is following the track of the famous 
derelict .Fannie E. Wolston. which was 
adrift nearly four yours and wandered 
0,115 miles. She was nearly 1.100 
days crossing and re-crossing her tracks, 
and traveled around in eircles. Fhn 
was sighfed -11 times and crossed her 
own track 12 times. 

That this was the trs<\ erccn with 
foliage and standing upright, reported 



adrift at sea not far from the mouth of 
tho Chesapeake Bay about a year ago, 
there can be little doubt.

In theso days, when almost every 
home has its musical instrument— piano- 
forte or organ, violin or (lute — one would 
naturally suppose the musical taste to 
bo far ahead of earlier days, when only 
the wealthy could possess such instru- 
ments and only the few had mastered 
them. Unfortunately, when one com- 
pares the popular music of a few decades 
ago with that of the present day, oik; is 
amazed at the radical difference. It is 
hardly necessary to compare such songs 
us "Annie Laurie," "Tin? Minstrel Boy," 
or "The Heart Bowed Down" with 
"Ta-ra-ra-boom-de-ay," "Hello Central. 
| Give Me Heaven," or "I Can't Tell Why 
j I Love You But l Do," to bo convinced 
of the deterioration of the musical taste 
j of the age. Years ago it was such 
songs as "iBen .Bolt" and "Home, Sweet 
Home" that were sung upon the street 
corneis; now it is such as "Hcney Play 
I in Your Own Hack Yard" and "Take 
I Back Your Gold." Ami this, clap-trap 
I style of music seems to hove won the 
1 popular mind not only in songs. Bag- 
time marches and two-steps have a sur- 
| prisingly large sale, while the gems that 
have come down from ages are left 
upon the back shelves or searched for 
only by the few. People will say "I do 
not care for classical music; I do not | 
understand it." and there is much truth 
in that. One reason for this feeling is 
that many amateurs who would bo will- 
ing to study classical music are dis- 
couraged at tlie beginning because they 
do not know what to study. They 
will attempt some master, not knowing 
if be is the one whose thoughts they 
can best appreciate, and probably he is 
nut, or else the first of his compositions 
they happen to choose may be beyond 
them in meaning. Then with a sigh 
that "I really am not educated up to 
classical music," they give over their 
efforts to become so. 

It is not necessary to despise all things 
new and cling only to the oldest masters, 
and there is plenty of good music that 
is not "classical," and, in songs there 
aro many beautiful old ones so little 
sung nowadays as to be almost un- 
known. Many of these are being re- 
vived of late by singers in search of 
good composition and plenty of senti- 
ment. Most people do not realize the 
seriousness of the question of good 
music, and there are some who would 
bo surprised if they looked carefully 
over their own collections of both vocal 
and instrumental music. The question 
is a serious one and the danger is 
imminent, but a remedy is difficult to

There was a very interesting meeting 
yesterday evening of the Voters' 'League, 
and two very important questions relat- 
ing to the welfare of Victoria were dis- 
cussed—the preservation of the fore- 
shore along Dallas road mid the pro- 
posed improvements in the sewerage 
system, Regarding the former, a strong 
committee was appointed to look into 
the matter with the object of accom- 
plishing something in the direction aim- 
ed ut, and respecting sewerage matters, 
it was decided, after considerable ■de- 
hate, to invite Mr. Iidward Mohun, C 
K., to address the league at its next 
meeting. I 

iMr. X. Shakespeare occupied the chair. 

A communication was read from tho 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, Ot- 
tawa, saying the department would con- 
sider the necessity of preserving the 
foreshore rights on San Juan harbor. 
Received and filed. 

Aid. McCaudless acknowledged re- 
ceipt of request to arrange a meeting 
for the discussion of tho Indian reserve 
with the council, lie did not think this 
could he arranged at present. 

iMr. llclyca t— £-.!:::.:•; :'. that the commit- 
tee had desired to act ill conjunction 
with the committee of the council, and 
it was proper that the latter should deal 
■with tho mutter now that they have ,'t 
in hand. 

Mr. Sorby thought the leng&e should 
he informed from lime to time as to the 
progress made by the council, 

'Mr, ilmgrin did not think that the 
league had intended to ask that a meet- 
ing with the council he arranged. This 
idea was supported by the rest of those 
present.

This is sup- 
posed to do something. Warts appear 
mysteriously, and no one is able to ex- 
plain the causes of their coming and 
going. It is erroneously inferred that 
they are produced by this wart -bearing 
nocturnal creature with peculiar habits, 
upon the basis of the doctrine that 'like 
produces like." The common belief that 
tadpoles shed their tails has for its 
origin the fact that while living in water 
Cach possesses a swimming tail, but 
when it metamorphoses into a frog or a 
toad it becomes tailless. In fact, the 
tail does not drop oil', but it is absorbed 
and disappears in the body, just as a 
swelling from a bump on the head dis- 
appears. How often do we hear that 
frogs and toads have fallen with rain, 
and almost every July we may read ac- 
counts of such phenomena. These may 
have for their basis the fact that dur- 
ing th? month of July toads change 
from the tadpole stage and aquatic 
habit at to the adult form and terrestrial 
habitat, and then migrate landward in 
great numbers, They are active only 
at night or during wet weather, effect- 
ually concealing themselves in the must 
common places during the daytime. 
(However, when a rain falls at such a 
time they appear by thousands, ns if by 
magic, and give the impression of hav- 
ing fallen with the rain. The assertion 
that to kill a toad makes cows give 
bloody milk may have originated in a 
laudable effort to protect these beneficial 
a nimals. 

There are doubtless more superstitions I 
concerning snakes than any'other creat- 
ures. This arises in part from the | 
traditions of the form of the original 
tempter, and in part from the fact that 
but very few persons are willing to i 
calmly observe serpents for themselves! 
and learn the truth directly. We have! 
met persons who believe that all snakes i 
are venomous. This doubtless comes 
from the old Roman rule, "Ah uno disco 
omues." How prevalent is the belief 
that horse-hairs turn to snakes! There 
is no other foundation for this rrror 
than the resemblance of the so-called 
hair snake (Gordius) to n common horse- 
hair. Snakes are often supposed to 
charm birds, hut tho facts are that the 
feathered songsters are paralyzed by 
fright when they suddenly see the rep-» 
tiles at close proximity. 

The common erroneous belief that 
snakes sting or bite by moans of their 
tongues may come from the 'Scriptural i introdu 
quotation, "It sHngeth like an adder." 
Tho supposition that snakes bite them- 
selves and dio is doubtless based upon 
the actions, of certain species, like the 
hog-nosed adder, which, when teased, 
will act as though dead, and sometimes 
find protection. It is very commonly 
thought that snakes' tails "live" or are 
active until sundown. This arises from 
the prolonged activity of the tail, due 
to the reflex action of the caudal nerve 
litres, which may continue for a 
tiger or shorter period, owing to rem-

.Representatives of the Victoria & Sid- 
ney Railway company and the Victoria 
Terminal company met the Mayor and 
Aldermen at the committee room at the 
City Jiall yesterday evening for the pur- 
pose of opening an initial discussion as 
to some plan whereby the interests of 
the city and the companies mentioned 
may bo mutually preserved in the fur- 
ther plans of the railway company, 
which, as is well known to Colonist 
readers, recently passed into the haSdtf 
of u new combination of capitalists. 

The discussion as to what might he 
done proceeded along the most amicable 
lines, as both parties recognized that 
the conference was really a preparatory 
one, so to speak, to the more important 
and necessary action of submitting 
whatever proposition might be agreed 
upon to tho people for ratification. 

Speaking generally, tho railway coni- 
pany asked that an extension of six 
mouths be given them by the city, in 
which to complete the terms of their con- 
tract as outlined and agreed upon at 
the time the concessions and grunts 
were made to the former. 

The city's representatives naturally 
asked what would be (lone by the rail- 
way company as a quid pro quo for such 
concession V 

The railway men replied in effect that 
every guarantee would be forthcoming 
which would be sufficient to establish 
their bona fides in their relations and 
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peruturo and other conditions. Many 
persons believe that there is a glass 
snake, or joint snake, which may he 
broken to fragments when struck, but 
can rejoint itself and live. This mav 
come from the fact that a certain lizard 
tOphlosuurus veiitralisl readily loses its 
tail, and while the body escapes the 
caudal member wriggles and attracts 
the attention of the pursuer. 

It is generally thought that .all lizards 
are venomous, yet the only one that is 
so is the Gila monster (two species of 
Heloderma), found onlv in the extreme 
southwestern United States and .Mexico. 
This error may arise from the fact that 
lizards and serpents are closely related 
m appearance, structure and habits, and 
because some serpents a;'e known to be 
venomous it is inferred that all snake- 
like creatures are.

"He was: bom at Yetmiustcr, in this 
county, and was an upright nnd honor-: 
able man: moreover, he acquired n 
wide reputation, since he was the first 
who used cowpock for the purpose of 
vaccinal ion. Thanks to his powerful in- 
tellect, be was enabled, in 1774, to make 
successful experiments in this' direction, 
and among, those whom lie inoculated 
were his wife and two sons." 

Dr. .Tenner, it is said, did not make 
his first experiment until 1701. whereas 
.Testy, according to the epitaph, experi- 
mented successfully in 177-1—20 years 
ea rlier.

affairs, and be prepared to vote against 
something which might mean an extra 
dollar n year out of his pocket. We 
would Temind this ratepayer of two 
facts, first, that ho enjoys his own im- 
munity at the expense of every rate- 
payer in the city, "and second, that if he 
votes against this by-law, he assumes 
it direct personal resuousiblty for every 
caso of preveutible sickness due to lack 
of sanitation in any part of the city. 
Granted that this Is tile most moderate, 
economical and businesslike proposal 
possible for the provision of adequate 
sanitation, then those who vote against 
it take upon themselves u responsibility 
which wo should be in the last degree 
unwilling to share. There is something 
so pitiable and so disastrous in the spec- 
tacle of children dying of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever in places where diphtheria 
and scarlet fever should bo only occa- 
sional visitors through the providence of 
God, and not permanent residents 
through the culpable negligence of man, 
that ive cannot eoiueive of any citizen 
of Victoria closing his eyes to tbo risk 
Resumed and danger incurred In allow- 
ing any part of the city to remain un- 
provided with a modern and adequate 
system of sanitation. 



Mr. Barnard's sewer by-law, as final 
]y perfected and passed by the Council, 
should Uieet with very general accept 
mice. It raises the rental at present de 
lived from the sowers by the smallest 
possible- sum consistent with obtaining 
enough revenue on which to base an is 
sue of debentures for the completion of 
the system throughout the whole city. 
It places part of the increased burden, 
which does not amount to very much, 
upon tho shoulders of those who already 
use the sewers, and part upon the own- 
ers of vacant lots. Neither, however, 
will be crushed to the ground by the ex- 
tra weight they aro asked to carry. The 
by-law recognizes in the clearest possible 
way the obligation of the lot owner 
whoso property is improved by the pos- 
sibility of sewerage connection to con- 
tribute to the cost of the sewerage sys- 
tem whether his lot is occupied or not 
We have all along contended for tiie in- 
herent justice of this principle of taxa- 
tion. We are prepared to defend it 
wherever and by whoever it may be at- 
tacked. There is no reasonable ground 
upon which it may bo impugned; al- 
though we are willing to admit that it 
is not right under any circumstances to 
impose upon anyone a burden of tax- 
ation of such weight as to be a grievance 
and a wrong. This by-law docs not do 
iso. It is moderate and conservative. It 
gives tho citizens of Victoria an oppor- 
tunity of acquiring, what everyone agrees 
it is for the advantage of (he city to pos- | 
.sess, a complete and adequate sewer- 1 
age system, audi it provides this boon at I 
the leasf^cost and at the most fairly dis- : 
tributed cost possible. Aid. Barnard 
is entitled to a great deal of credit for 
his action in connection with this mat- 
ter. Of course, anybody could have 
done what he has done. His by-law is 
really a composite affair, and it did not 
embody a new principle or profound dis- 
covery to begin with. It lias been trim- 
med hero and modified there in order to 
meet very sensible and reasonable objec- 
tions and suggestions. Yes, anybody 
could have done it, but nobody did do it. 
That is the point. Aid. Barnard has 
given, the city of Victoria a positive lead 
in a direction in which it is obviously Lo 



EASTERN PRESS O.N TARTE. 

■We have been looking forward with 
interest to reading the comment of the 
'Eastern Liberal press upon the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Tarte. Wo far as we can 
gather from the tone of the newspapers, 
tho (Liberal party is either actuated by 
a comfortable feeling of joy that an un- 
ruly member has been excised from the 
party, or else it feigns such a feeling to 
hide a consciousness of the gravity of 
tho party's future. There is at least no 
disposition to discuss the effect of 'Air. 
Tarte's resignation upon the political 
outlook of the party. This is to us 
rather remarkable, because surely such 
an event upon such an issue cannot be 
altogether without effect. It is true 
that stress' is laid upon the constitution- 
al aspect of the matter. No doubt 
the constitutional aspect of the 
matter was one which justified .Sir Wil- 
frid iLnurier in asking for the resigna- 
tion of 3Hr. Tarte. But this constitu- 
tional aspect was nevertheless induced 
by the existence of an outspoken diver- 
gence of views upon a matter of prac- 
tical policy between lenders in the same 
party. Surely it is rather a shpshod 
analysis to insist on the effect and to 
ignore the cause, this divergence of 
views upon the tariff, and not to discuss 
its effect upon the future of the party 
in which it has become manifest. Sir 
■Wilfrid Laurier carried the election of 
1S9G upon the School question; that nt 
1000 he carried upon a compromise tariff 
and prosperity. Ho proposes, so far as 
we can see, to carry the next election 
still upon a compromise tariff and pros- 
perity. But whatever it may suit the 
government to declare, the people are not 
likely to forget that the element in the 
cabinet which secured the compromise 
has been eliminated. There is certainly 
no guarantee in Sir "Wilfrid Laurier's 
promising free trade in 1800 and after- 
wards [maintaining a (protective tariff, 
that ho would not be ready in 10O-1 to 
promise to maintain the tariff and after- 
wards, experiment in tbo direction of 
free trade. Consequently, a compromise 
tariff and prosperity will not be an avail- 
able war cry at the next election. Tliu 
Liberals who favor the nationalism of 
•Mr. Tarte's ideas will infallibly look to 
him to accomplish outside the cabinet 
what lie previously accomplished inside 
it. So that the present government has 
not by any means got rid of 'Mr. Tarte. 
It has merely placed him in u position 
where he can carry on the same work 
as before without any regard for the 
conventionalities of a cabinet position, 
which he had already decided to ignore. 
What we cannot understand is that any 
body of men or body of public opinion 
should argue as if these conventionalities 
were the beginning and end of the whole 
matter. Mr. Tarte decided to be free 
from them, he has now been set free 
from them. This rather augments his 
power and iniluence than diminishes 
them, and certainly leaves the Liberal 
party in a more dangerous and delicate 
position in regard tq Mr. Tarte than it 
was before. Mr. Tarte in the cabinet 
appeals to us as a much less formidable 
person than Mr. Tarte outside the cab- 
inet. If lie continues to give independ- 
ent support to 'Sir 'Wilfrid Laurier. may 
Providence protect the latter. The in- 
dependent support of Mr. Tarle, if it is 
necessary to continued power, or to : 
victory in the country, will be a ruos 
onerous condition of success. In fact 
we venture to think that .Mr. Tarte will 
be ten limes more tho "master of the ad 
ministration" outside the cabinet than 
he was inside it. With the indepeud 
ent support of Mr, Joseph Martin at one 
end of tho continent ami of Mr. J. Israel 
Tarte at the other, we wish Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier joy of the unquestioned loyalty 
of such .men as '.Messrs. Teujplemau and 
Blair.

When the detailed State- 
ment of the month's operations is made 
public it is probable that the profits will 
be shown to be somewhat larger than 
the. estimates thus Quoted.

'^Cabled returns for September:— 'Ship- 
ped from mine to smelter 13,607 torn 
containing 0,778 ounces of gold, 1-.J--B± 
ounces of silver, and 580,000 pounds of 
copper. Shipped from dump to the 
smelter 1,01)8 tons, containing 600 
ounces of gold, !>:!0 ounces of silver, and 
50,720 pounds of copper. Estimated 
prolit on this ore, $03,000." (August 
prolit, $70,487.)" 

The Le Roi No. 2's report for Sep- 
tember by cable is as follows: 

"The shipments for September 
amounted to 0,070 tons, contents 2,040 
ounces gold, 0,030 ounces silver, IAj 
tons copper. The returns from ore niter 
making n reduction of nil smelting 
charges .amounted to $39,500. The cost

Incidentally it may be stated in con- 
nection with the local mines that the 
situation at Northport lias improved ma- 
terially. Prior to coming to Kosshuid 
on Tuesday lust John Watson, metal- 
lurgist at the smelter, gave instructions 
lo blow in another furnace on Thursday 
morning. The smelter accordingly has 
three furnaces in operation tuul is treat- 
ing about £20 tons of ore per diem. It 
is ntobable that in the course of a few 
days the fourth furnace will be blown 
in 'as was indicated by General Malinger 
Mackenzie in discussing the subject re- 
cently. While the smelter has sullicieiit 
coke' for present needs, it has been, im- 
possible to place n single car in reserve 
and the necessity for a continuous and 
adequate supply of coke is ns pressing 
now ns it was n few days since when 
the plant was shut down. The manage- 
ment is. hopeful, however, that the op" 
orations of the plant will not again he 
interfered with, a hope in which citi- 
zens of TAosslniul generally will heartily 
concur for reasons obvious. — Ilossland 
Miner. 

The Colonial Oold Fields Gazette 
makes the following statement: 

"The further fall which has occurred 
in Le Koi No. Ii shares this week has 
caused some half dozen of the share- 
holders to ask us to explain the cause. 
It will save time and space if we reply- 
to each and nil that, so far us we can 
learn, the drop is due solely to forced 
liquidation. For some time past there 
has been a top-heavy 'bull' account in 
these shares, and in the absence of sup- 
port the forced selling lias brought 
about a heavy depreciation. The Sep-

AX $11 BATE IS OUTTBRBD. 

Railways Agree to Reduce Rate on 
Zinc Ore. 

As the result of the negotiations that 
have been pending for several weeks 
with respect to the shipment of the zinc 
ores of the Slocan to the zinc smelters 
at Kansas, 11. E. Maedoncll, district 
freight agent of the Canadian Pacific, 
made an announcement recently that 
an arrangement hud been arrived nt be- 
tween the railways interested whorby 
a rate of $11 per ton could be quoted 
from tho mines to the smelter. 

The interest in the zinc ore question 
was aroused by Thomas Jones, who is 
interested in zinc smelting at loin, 
Kansas. He has been in the Slocan for 
several weeks looking over the ilvnil- 
nble supply of zinc ores, and after going 
into the question thoroughly it was de- 
cided that there would be a profitable 
margin on the shipment of Slocan zinc 
if a rate of $10 per ton could he secured 
from the railways for transporting the 
same to the smellers.

G'OIiD LM1LL FOR THE WILCOX. 

Stamps Will Be Dropping in 20 Days 
Tune. 

(Philip White, of the Wilcox mine, 
arrived in Nelson last evening in connec- 
tion with the shipment of the machinery 
tor the stamp mill which the owners of 
tho Wilcox Have ordered for their prop- 
erty, says the Nelson News. Mr. White 
says a car of machinery for the mill 
arrived at Ymir lust evening, and if he 
has luck in tho moving and installation 
of the same he will have the stamps 
dropping inside of 20 days. There will 
be lour stamps in the battery, but they 
are of a very heavy pattern and will 
crush six tons of ore per day, which will 
give the mill a total capacity of 2-i 
tons. 

In speaking of the condition of the 
property, Mr. White said there would 
bo no difficulty in keeping the mill going 
to its greatest capacity. The Wilcox 
has been worked off and on since 1890, 
and, with the exception of the Ymir 
property, there is not a mine in the 
camp in which development lias been 
so fur advanced. 

.It is not the intention of the owners 
of the Wilcox to put all of their ore 
through the mill, as some of it is sd 
rich that the milling loss would bo too 
great, There is considerable of the ore 
that will run $-10 to the ton, and ore 
of this class will be sacked and shipped 
direct to the smelters. The shipments 
from the Wilcox up to date have been 
four cars! of picked ore. Two of these 
were consigned to the Nelson smelter; 
and were among the richest cars of gold 
ore ever received at the local smelter. 

Of the run of the mine Mr. White 
said it would be comparatively safe to 
put its average value at $20, and in 
the mill he was erecting he estimates 
that) he will save at least 75 per cent, 
of the total values on the plates. The 
mill differs from nil others in use in this 
section of the province in that it has a 
much larger plate surface, and has given 
the greatest satisfaction in the mining 
camps of '.Montana, where it has come 
into general use. Should it realize the 
expectations of (Mr. White the next .'50 

Ymir camp, and one of no small import- 
ance, as it will mean a daily gold out- 
put from the plates alone of something 
over $;575.

Electricity Will Operate ^achin 
cry and Smelter Next 
Week. 



Phoenix, II. (.'., Oct. 28.— (Special.)— 
The immense ore crusher, ordered last 
!Muy by the Gniliby company, arrived 
at the mines this week, and is now be- 
ing set up in the building erected es- 
pecially for it. It is the largest machine 
id' its kind ever manufactured or operat- 
ed in the Dominion of Canada, having 
steel jaws with an opening of -12x311 
inches, and thereby taking in a piece of 
ore a cubic yard in size. One of the 
ears on which it was shipped was billed 
at nearly 100,000 pounds. The crusher, 
when in operation has a capacity of 
crushing 3,000 tons of ore in 24 hours, 
but it will probably not he run at its 
full capacity for the present. 

The crusher will be driven b.v a 100 
horse power electric motor, the current 
to be supplied by the Cascade Water, 
Power & Light Co.. Ltd., the pole lines 
of which are already completed from 
Cascade to Phoenix, a distance of 21 
miles. 

Will. Anderson, constructing engineer 
for the power concern, was in the city 
yesterday, anil stated that everything 
was now nil but complete about the 
works, and that the company would be 
ready to tttrn on power next week. 

The spur pole line to tho Granby smel- 
ter, three miles long, is nearly com- 
pleted, the wire now being in the process 
of stringing. As soon as the new trans- 
formers arrive at the smelter, [lower 
will be supplied there us well as nt the 
company's Phoenix mines, a contract 
having been made to take a minimum 
of. 2,0U0 horse power per annum.

A meeting of the bondholders was-hehi 
yesterday ut the office of Messrs. Chap- 
lin, Milne, Greufell & Co. tiLimiteU}, 
Princess street, 10. iC, to consider tliu 
present jiosition of the company, and tui 
appoint a committee, 

Mr. George O Milne, who presided,' 
said he should probably more briefly; 
and clearly- explain the immediate cnusu 
why the meeting had been called, by 
reading a letter which his lirni had re-; 
ceived from Messrs. Osier & .Hammond, 
of Toronto, with respect to the working 1 
of the line. 'Mr. Osier, although he "was 
now in this country, was precluded from, 
attending the meeting, as he was not 
only a director of the Calgary & Ed- 
monton company, but also of the Cana- 
dian Pacific company. The letter, which' 
Was dated the 1st instant, mid which: 
was addressed to Ids firm, was as folJ 
lows: 

"As you are aware, this road has been 
operated for the past six years by tho 
Canadian Paeilic Hailwny company, time 
company having provided all the rolling] 
stock and given to the Calgary it EiL 
mouton company a most favorable divi- 
sion of gross earnings. The term of this 
agreement has expired, and the road is? 
being operated on a tnouth-to-monthi 
agreement. The Canadian pacific com- 
pany has notified the Calgary & Edmon-> 
ton company that they will not continue 
operating in the future on the same 
'favorable terms as to division of gross 
earnings, and further that if they arc to 
operate the road in future, it will bo 
necessary for them to have an agree* 
Incut extending over u long period of 
years. Sliouid an agreement of tiiis 
nature be made, it will bo necessary for 
the bondholders to agree to scale down 
tho interest on their bonds. Failing? 
beingj able to make an agreement with 
flic Canadian Pacific Company, the Cal- 
gary & .Edmonton company must at once 
arrange to operate its road as an inde- 
pendent property, and must provide for 
lling stock, car shops, etc. This will: 
involve the raising of a considerable sum 

f money. You are aware that the road 
suffered from serious damage by Hoods 
this summer, and that a sum of money) 
must ho provided to replace the bridges 
ami culverts washed away, and to put 
the roadbed in proper condition. For 
this purpose a sum of $150,000 is re- 
quired. For car shops and rolling stock 
the lowest estimate would be .fOOO.OOO. 
Of (his amount, however, probably 
$000,000 could be raised by means of a 

ar trust, leaving a sum of $150,000 asi 
the amount required to bo raised at once: 
to enable the road to be operated as am 
independent line; and, further, if tho 
road is to bo maintained as an inde- 
pendent property, it will be necessary 
to provide for tho building of two op 
three branches north of Calgary and 
eastwards into territory which now sup- 
plies a considerable share, of the com- 
pany's business, hut which will be occu- 
pied b.v another company it* this com- 
pany does not, in the near luture, pro- 
vide for these necessary extensions. As 
the Cfllgary & .Edmonton bonds arc so 
scattcied, we think (hat it will he neces- 
sary call a meeting of the bondholders 
and submit to them the present position, 
and probably it will bo wise to have a 
small committee appointed on behalf of 
the bondholders to net in their interests 
and determine as to the future policy. 
Wo enclose you memorandums from Mr. 
Brooks, who is the engineer of the Cal- 
gary A- Edmonton road, giving his state- 
ment ns to the rolling stock required 
und work to be done on the rond. We 

enclose you also other estimates ns to 
the cost of repairing the road and pro- 
viding the rolling stock, etc." 

Continuing, the chairman said that the 
Canadian 'Pacific company were not the 
only string to their bow; that company 
had worked this company's line in the 
interest, doubtless, of the latter, but at: 
the same time they had not lost sight 
of their own interests. It must not be. 
forgotten, as regarded any future nego- 
tiations, that the Canadian iPnciiic com- 
pany had now or in the near future to 
develop about 7.000.000 acres to the 
north and northwest of their road, and 
that this company's line would in con- 
nection with this matter be of the great- 
est advantage to the Canadian Pacific 
company. Should they not come to nil 
Sigreement with this company, the Cana- 
dian Pacific company would be obliged 
to build n line de novo ut their own ex- 
pense, mid they would thus lose ;i con- 
siderable amount of valuable time: 
whereas by an agreement with this com- 
"pnnv they would nt once obtain a verv 
useful, workable road. There was also 
the Canadian Northern Kail way com- 
pany; and M'-.

Thinks Attitude of Canadian 1'ress De- 
layed Confederation. 

Sir Robert Bond, Premier of New- 
foundland, arrived in Montreal on Oc- 
tober l!l on his way home lo report his 
government concerning the reciprocity 
negotiations he has been carrying o'u 
at Washington, 

"Vou can quite easily understand," 
.-..".Id the Premier, "that it is impossible 
for i,ie to speak regarding these mat- 
ters before 1 confer with my ministers. 
No 1 cannot even say whether It shall 
return to Washington. 

Itegnrding confederation, (he New- 
foundland Premier said: "Confedera- 
tion is not, with us, a live issue at 
present. It bus been discussed, of 
course, but it is not a question with 
which we are immediately concerned. I 
might say. indeed, thnt the hostility of 
the Canadian press, or at least a por- 
tion of it, has tended to set this matter 
back in the minds of the people. I do 
not mean that the Canadian press has 
been hostile to .the idea of confederation 
but it has been hostile to the idea of 
certain trade questions nnd arrange- 
ments and undoubtedly the result of 
that has been to put people out of favor 
with the idea of confederation." 

Sir Robert .Bond was informed of 
Mr. Taite's resignation from the cabi- 
net, and expressed great surprise. "You 
don't say so " remarked he; "thnt will 
prove u great loss to the government. 
Hie is a very able and n very strong 
man. I am surprised. And so he re- 
signed today'.' Why. it is the first I 
heard of it, nnd I supposed that Sir AVil- 
frid and he would have patched mattol's 
up. It will certainly be a loss to the 
party."

HI. W. Wiley, chief of the division of 
ehem'siry of the department of agricul- 
ture, will open in the fall under author- 
ity of an act of congress, for the punposo 
of testing the effect of various preserva- 
tives, coloring substances nnd other 
food admixtures upon .persons in health. 
Obviously the boarders are tho most im- 
portant element in a boarding house. 
Dr. Wiley will procure the most intelli- 
gent persons that he can find for his 
tables, two in number, accommodating 
about six persons each. Young men in 
(hi> scientific bureaus of the agricultural 
department will be enlisted first, nnd 
after them the resident college students 
of the city. These tables will bo kept 
up many months, and perhaps years. 

The necessity of having men whose 
observations -would be intelligent, men 
with power to express with some 
accuracy their feelings and sensations so 
thnt these could be understood, is most 
manifest. Each boarder will keep n 
dim;,- and record all sorts of facts con- 
ecrning himself. He will have to give 
his word of honor that lie will oat 
nothing anywhere else, and that ho ivill 
oat what is set before him, in accord- 
ance with the Scriptural injunction, nsk- 
ing no questions for conscience's sake. 
But only a small pint of the information 
will come from the records of tho men 
themselves. By devices fully understood 
in the medical profession it is possible 
to tell something of (be thoroughness 
with which digestion has taken place, 
and to whnl extent it has been retarded, 
if nt nil, presumably by unnatural iu- 
finoneos.

'CANADA'S riR'ECIOUS STONES. 

It .Is Possible That Diamonds May- Yet 
Re Found. 

-From Ottawa Free' Press. 

'Tn a recent report of the Bureau! of 
Mines, Mr. A. Illue discussed the pos- 
sibility of Canada yielding (Iiamonds.' 
Thus far those gems do not appear as n 
sotfrce of wenlth In this country, but 



Mr. (Blue's reasoning was based on con- 
ditions which are known to exist across 
the lino; where diamonds are certainly 
found. The retort of the United States 
geological survey for the past year has 
just boon received in the parliamentary 
library, and it shows that though the 
,"queen of gems" only iligures at JfoOO 
out of the 5i3(JO,000 worth of precious 
stones mined in the United. States, the 
report lends to the conclusion that the 
fact that they are found at all gives 
encouragement to the hope that paying 
fields of them mny some time be found. 
Last year one diamond was found in 
Leo County, Georgia, where diamonds 
■were not before known to exist. Of 
tho wealth of the republic in jewels of 
other descriptions there is, however, no 
kloubt, and the report states that there 
is hardly n state of the Union in which 
there is not some trace of precious 
stones. The report gives a detailed ac- 
count of tho sources of jewel mining. 
'New Mexico furnished $118,000 in tur- 
quoises, und these have been placed' on 
the market. Montana gave $90,000 in 
sapphires, which come next. They come 
from Fergus County. Granite County 
is now being explored for fancy colored 
sapphires, that give evidences of being 
there in paying quantities, Fine and 
extensive rhodolite garnet deposits are 
found in Macon Comity, North Caro- 
lina. Many dark green'; blue and yel- 
low beryls, as well as amethysts and 
emeralds, were found in that state.

The sys- 
tem Is the invention of Mr. Donald Mur- 
ray, an Australian Journalist, and is ul- 
tlcal working in New York, 
riuan Government Is experi- 
menting with a set of instruments. A 
Daily Chronicle representative was fortun- 
ate in securing Interviews with tooth the 
inventor and 'Mr. Roberts of the l'ostal 
Engineer in Chief's department. The for- 
mer explained the Instruments in work- 
ing in the "Scottish" operating room, and 
as the ordinary telegraphic relays, Hues, 
and batteries are used, the character- 
istics of the Murray system were easily 
recognizable. Briefly and devoid of tech- 
nicality, it may be said that the message 
to he transmitted i« placed before an 
operator working what appears to be a 
typewriter, having the usual lettered and 
llguiod keys, its speed depending upon the 
operator's capability. A half-inch paper 
tape passing through the machine is dottefl 
With punctures representing letters ani 
words. Upon the message being complot 
ed thus the tape hs fed into the telegraph- 
ic transmitter, where it is signalled to Its 
destination nt the rate of UK) words a 
minute. By the ordinary Duplex system this 
may lie increased to 800 words a' minute, 
and over a distance of 1 ,00(1 miles lit a 
rate of at least loo words can be main- 
tained. 

At the receiving office, as tho punctured 
tape [lows out, it Is carried Into a machine 
worked by hand, and the message printed 
In (dear typo upon the ordinary telegraph 
iforins, is ready d"or delivery. If necessary,, 
fifteen to twenty copies may be manifolded 
by the same operation. The ireceivliig In 
titruniojit works with extraordinary rapid-] 
lty, the punctures, representing letters and 
tpolllng out words, being made at top 
sliced at the rate of So la second, or 4,800 
a minute. At this speed, as might lie Im- 
agined, several clerks are required to col- 
lect the tape and turn its symbols into 
plain print, while nt the transmitting end 
three extra fast typists are kept going 
puncturing and feeding In the tape. It is 
claimed that the simplicity of the Murray 
system is its chief claim to attention, and 
the French and Australian authorities are 
now in communication with the young In- 
ventor. 

Speaking officially, Mr Roberts staled 
that the tests have been "very satisfac- 
tory." "We are now making," lie said, 
"In our workshops the apparatus for two 
complete circuits," tine set Is already 
completed and has already been tn 
stalled at Edlugurgh and the Central Tele- 
graph oflice (London), for practising pur- 
poses, I.e., learning to manipulate the 
typewriter perforator. On two occasions 
this week we have got through to Edin- 
burgh to prove the apparatus, etc., and 
tho system will Inter on bo brought Into 
commercial use. There Is no doubt that 
it will reduce tho cost of transmission, 
for Its main advantage is that no par- 
ticular skill Is required to work it. An 
operating room Installed with these In- 
struments could be supervised by one 
skilled operator — in case oil anything get- 
ting out of order — while the actual work- 
ers would be merely smart typists and 
clerks."

SPOKE THE TRUTH. 



(Sealing schooner Ainoka, iCapt. Me 
Dougall, reached port yesterday morn- 
ing from the Behring sea, bringing news 
of the drowning of turee sealers, one be- 
ing Harry Aaronson, a Victorian, the 
sou of IS. Aaronson, the Store street 
junk denier, and the other two were In- 
diiins, belonging to the schooner Um- 
brina. The Ainoka had a catch of 4.1d 
skins. 

The ill-fated young Victorian was a 
member of the crew of the schooner An- 
nie E. Paint, and in company with the 
unite and another -sealer, left tho 
schooner in one of the vessel's boat-*. 
Tho weather was very stormy, and the 
hoat was capsized by the heavy sea. 
The schooner Penelope was lying not far 
away, and when the crew of that ves- 
sel saw the Paint's boat disappear, they 
realized that a catastrophe had occurred: 
They had been watching the boat rising 
"t'om crest to crest, and when it failed 
to reappear from one of the valleys of 
the sea, they launched a hoat, and with 
a volunteer crew, put off to the .rescue, 
but by that time Aaronson had sunk to 
rise lio more, but "Frisco," the only 
name by which the Ainoka's crew knew 
him, and the mate, were rescued after 
a struggle, when they had all but given 
up hope. They ,vero suffering severely 
from the privations endured, and it re- 
quired considerable exertion to restore 
them. 

Aaronson, the victim of the accident, 
was 18 years of a:ge. He was formerly 
a messenger for the C. P. E. telegram 
service. Then he went to sea on board 
the wooden 'Senator, on that ill-'.il"-! 
voyage sue made to Hilo, when she l ; d 
to "ruin for the 'Hawaiian port with her 
pumps barely keeping her atloat. Aaron- 
son left the vessel there and returned 
to Victoria, and when the 'Annie E. 
Paint was shipping a crew, he joined 
her for tho Behring sea voyage— his last. 
Efforts were made to recover his body 
without success. 

The two Indians who were lost from 
the Umbrina disappeared during a 
heavy gale, and it is believed that they 
were swamped and drowned, although 
their ship mates are hopeful that they 
will have inade their wliy to another 
schooner. 

On her passage north 'Norman ■bath 
bert, one of the crew of the Ainoka, 

uicided by jumping from the schooner. 
As the vessel was Hearing Ahousaht. 
Cuthbert bid farewell to, the cook, and 
next morning he went on deck, after 
;etting a cup of coffee from the galley,

It was evident that 
ho wished to drown, and before a boat's 
crew could reach him he had sunk be- 
low the surface. 

Tho Ainoka left tho Behnng sea on 
the 20th of September, but for many 
days before then the weather had been 
too rough to allow of lowering, and no 
seals were taken since the Oth. The 
weather has been very bad in the Bear- 
ing sea, successions of gales having in- 
terfered with the sealing operations.

A brief description of the bridge, as 
planned by Mr. dl. P. Bell, C. E., is as 
follows: There will be four spans 150 
feet between centres of piers. Each 
truss will have 7 panels of 21 feet each. 
The material is to be medium steel. 
The clear width between trusses will be 
24 feet. On each side and outside the 
trusses there will be a sidewalk 5 feet 
clear width. The trusses are designed 
to carry a full line of cars weighing .",2 
tons when loaded, in addition to 90 
pounds per square foot distributed o.vor 
the remaining floor area not occupied by 
cars. -The trusses are to be furnished 
with adjustable count"..-, in every panel 
for the purpose of cloitg away with vi- 
bration as much ns possible. The floor 
beams will be rivetted into tY> bottoms 
of the posts. There will bo 1) sets of 
longitudinal steel stringers rivetted to 
the floor beams. Four of these stringers 
belong to the sidewalks, two to the car 
track and three to the driving space 
alongside the car track. The portals at 
the ends of trusses will have strong, 
bracing and sway bracing also at the 
hip verticals and posts. The hip verti- 
cals will be composed of channel steel 
rivetted to gusset plates at hip. One 
one of each truss will be 'fixed and one 
end movable on rollers to provide for 
expansion. There will be two floor 
beams nu cadi pier to provide for the 
stringer connections of adjacent spans. 
'One truss, il I uided from end to end. 
as provided for, would carry three and 
two-lhirds 4() feet cars, ami as many 
passengers mid vehicles as can be put 
upon th" remaining space. There is to 
be a steel handrail of lattice work pro-

Sugar Steamer Was Overdue From 
Java For B. C. 'Sugar 'Refinery. 
Refinery. 

Steamer Bindenhall, vVhich left Java 
about four mouths ago with a cargo 
of sugar for the British Columbia Sugar 
refinery at Vancouver, passed up to the 
Mainland yesterday morning. She was 
B8 days out from iMoji and her noii- 
arrival was causing comment, it being 
believed that, like the majority of the 
other tramps which have brought sugar 
cargoes^, she had been obliged to put 
into Dutch harbor or other Aleutian 
island ports to secure fuel. The engineers 
of the tramp steamer bringing sugar 
usually figure' their coal supply at Moji 
on the basis that about ten per cent, 
more than Welsh coal is needed, where- 
as 40 per cent., would be nearer the 
mark. The steamer was delayed by 
tho heavy head weather. When she 
was on her way from .Java to Moji she 
stranded on tbo Japanese coast, -and was 
discharged at Shinouoseki and taken to 
Nagasaki, where she was docked for re- 
pairs. After repairs were complete she 
proceeded to 'Moji for coal, and left the 
coal port on September oO.

(ClAI'T. KIX'NEY DEAD. 

Well Known 'Lloyd's Surveyor of Ta- 
coma Falls to Death. 

Capt. John E. Kinney, marine survey- 
or for 'Lloyds' agency, at Tacouia, and 
one of the veteran seamen of the Coast, 
fell through a hatchway of the British 
ship Balmaha on '.Monday, to the bottom 
of the ship, and received injuries from 
which he died soon afterward. He fell 
t!5 feet, striking on his head and should- 
ers. His stomach and breast struck a 
beam on the bottom of the ship, breaking 
three ribs on his left side and tho float- 
ing ribs, on his light side. When sea- 
men of the vessel reached his side he 
was unconscious and did not fully re- 
cover consciousness. Internal injuries,, 
the nature of which arc not exactly 
known, are the immediate cause of 
death. 

Capt. Kinney was well known in Vic- 
toria, especially to the Nova iStotia 
colony. Ho was born iu Yarmouth, 
'Nova Scotia, in 181.'!, and wns SO years 
of age. When nine years of age he 
went to sea anil at the age of 21 was 
master of a British ship. He was re- 
markably adept in navigating, and there 
are few ports that he had not visited 
during his long term of service on the 
ocean. 

About 14 years ago lie sailed to the 
l'uget 'Sound and made Tncomu. his 
home. 'During his long career on the 
sea ho hud amassed a considerable for- 
tune.

The big dredge King Edward, which 
played a short engagement in pumping 
mud into James Bay from the harbor 
bottom, and then, when tho requests of 
the Mainland members were made, was 
ordered to the 'Eraser, is to bo there for 
two mouths more. The dredge is en- 
gaged in deepening Hope slough from 
rl-.e Fraser to the landing. A channel 
eight feet deep and nearly a hundred 
test wide is being cut by this powerful 
urciige. Already a good part of the 
work has been completed, but as the dis- 
tance which she has to cut is over half 
a mile altogether, it is not expected sho 
will be finished for nearly two months. 
Hope iSlough has 'filled up so much in 
lai> years that there is no water at all 
at. tl'ic present time iu that portion of 
it where the channel is being cut.

There was a great celebration on tho 
steamer Charmer yesterday, for it was 
the three thousandth voyage of the ferry 
etcamer. A luncheon was served on 
board at Vancouver yesterday between 
12 and 1 p.m., at which .many prominent 
citizens were the guests of Capt. George 
Rudliu and his officers. The dining 
saloon of tho Charmer was tastefully 
decorated iu honor of the occasion, and 
among those who graced the board by 
their presence wer- rnnny s«nt'pmen in- 
terested in transportation and mercan- 
tile pursuits. The affair passed off most 
successfully, and Capt. Rudlin, the vet- 
eran officer of the fleet of the Canadian 
tPucific Navigation Company, was the 
recipient of many gracious tributes, as 
were also his officers. Upon the conclu- 
sion of the luncheon the Charmer left 
for Victoria at her usual time, and dur- 
ing the voyage the captain was also the 
recipient of many congratulations. 

The history of the steamer Charmer is 
nn interesting one, but the history of 
her master is even more interesting. 

Capt. Itudiin, while not present at 
the battle of Inkermnn, was lying, in 
Balaklava harbor on the day on which 
that memorable engagement occurred, 
lie was a member of the crew of the' 
troopship Victoria, which transported 
tho Nineteenth Regiment from the Tow- 
er of London to Scutari, opposite Con- 
stantinople. While lying at, Balaklava 
tho Victoria was disabled by the loss of 
her rudder during a heavy blow, but 
after repairing she returned to England, 
where Capt. Rudlin was paid off at the 
port of Southampton. 

In London lie joined a brig, which, 
after loading a cargo of coal at Shields, 
proceeded to Montevideo. Uruguay, and 
thence to Valparaiso, Chili. 'Capt. Rud- 
lin left the brig there and shipped on the 
American ship Red Gauntlet bound for 
San Francisco. 

From San Francisco Capt. Rudlin 
went to Humboldt 'Bay. Ho had been 
there about a year when the Praser riv- 
er gold excitement broke out. He caught 
the fever, and with a number of others 
started for the golden North, making 
the journey overland on foot. Finally 
reaching Sapperton (there was no New 
Westminster in those days) Capt Rudlin 
decided not to go to Cariboo, and he 
became a river steamboatman, making 
.many trips on the Fraser between Sap- 
perton and Yale, at the head of naviga- 
tion. 

His first command was that of the Cii- 
cus, and he afterwards took the Discov- 
ery, Black Diamond, Emma, Grrpplcr, 
Beaver, Cariboo and Ply. Benver, Wil- 
son G. Hunt, Yosemite, Western Slope, 
It. P. Rithet, Princess Louise, Islander 
and Charmer. Of those vessels, all but 
live have departed this life, but Capt. 
'Rudlin is still on deck, as it were. 

■Nearly every one in British Columbia 
knows the history of the Beaver, one 
of his vessels. She was built 00 years 
ago last May in Green's yard, Black- 
wall, London, England. She was rigged 
as a barkentine when launched, and in 
that rig sailed from the Thames around 
the Horn to Astoria. 'Her machinery 
was carried in her hold, and was placed 
in position at Astoria. She was the 
(first vessel which ever steamed on the 
Pacific ocean, and her historical connec- 
tions were therefore so great that it 
seems almost a sin that she was allowed 
to go to pieces on tho rocks right at Van- 
couver's, gateway. Today nothing re- 
mains of the Beaver but a few rust- 
eaten portions of her boiler, which are 
visible only during the run of the lowest 
tides of the year, and' the Charmer has 
made twice— counting her backward and. 
forward trips— 2,310 voyages past the 
remains. 

Capt. George Rudlin's long record as 
a navigator in these waters was dis- 
cussed at tho luncheon yesterday after- 
noon,, and ins many friends heartily ex- 
pressed their hope that he would b 
spared for many years iu the coutintl 
anco of His life's labor.
